seemed the title was in tho bag. 
As a result, the second guessers 
are busy pick ing the strategy 
of 
H arris to pieces. 
The great m an­ 
ager of last year is^being rated as 
only ordinary. 
In baseball, one is largely judged 
by v ictory or defeat. Harris, a hero 
last year in v ictory, is just an orrti 
nary human being in defeat, f - 
from infallible, according to the s t. 
ond guessers. 


Second guessing a manager is just 
about the easiest task in all the 
world. When it’s all ov er, it is far 
from difficult to determine where 
the error or errors were committed. 


ANCIENT J OHNSON 
The failure of Washington to win 
the world series has in no way a l­ 
tered my opinion of Harris as a 
manager. 
He’s still a great leader 
to me, one of the most courageous 
in the game. 
The Washington manager is be­ 
ing tak en to task hardest for his 
failure to remov e Walter Johnson in 
the final game of the series. 
That, of course, is a mere matter 
of opinion, but had I been in charge 
of the Washington club, I feel that 
J would hav e tak en the same line of 
resistance as did Harris. 
No pitcher is more courageous in 
the pinch than Johnson. 
Harris 
k new that and the sev enth game 
produced any number of pinch situ ­ 
ations. 


Then there was the morale of the 
club to be considered. 
Harris, and 
ev ery other member of the team to 
the lowly sub, banked on J ohnson 
to win the title. 
Remov ing 
him 
would hav e almost admitted failure. 
REUTHER’S CASE 
While 
Pittsburgh 
hit 
Johnson 
hard from the start, he would hav e 
been 
good 
enough 
to 
stagger 
through to v ictory, with just ordin­ 
ary support. 
The usually reliable Roger Feck - 
inyaugh presented Pittsburgh with 
four runs, while sev eral fly balls 
that might hav e been caught added 
a couple of more runs to the N a ­ 
tional leaguers’ total. 
True, Johnson was far from right, 
but failure of his teammates more 
than Johnson's lack of effectiv eness, 
lost the deciding game of the series. 
In my judgment the only mistak e 
that Harris might hav e made was 
his failure to start Dutch Reuther. 
The spot for him was the third 
game at Washington, with the count 
three v ictories to one in W ashing­ 
ton’s fav or. 


There was the spot to gamble, lf 
Reuther failed him he still had a 
one-game edge and Cov eleskie had 
an additional day of rest. 


HONESTY OF GAME 
I talk ed with Harris just before 
the start of the fifth game. He had 
his doubts about Cov elesk ie but felt 
that the public look ed for him to 
start his best bet to end the series 
then and there. 
He regarded Cov ie 
as that person. 
It 
is 
possible 
that 
Reuther 
wouldn't hav e had much success 
against the Pirates, noted for their 
fondness for southpaws. 
Howev er, I am sorry that Reuther 
didn t get a chance. 
He has the 
most puzzling curv e of any left­ 
hander in 
the 
American 
league. 
When he has control, he's tough to 
beat. 
Had he been beaten by Pittsburgh 
and roughly handled in defeat, the 
second guessers, no doubt, would 
hav e criticized the selection on the 
theory that a left-hander hasn’t a 
rhance against the Pirates. 


I really believ e 
Harris 
would 
hav e liked to hav e started Reuther 
in the fifth and is probably sorry 
now that he didn’t.
